i BRAIN WEIGHT 


SHOWS CAPACITY. 


London, May 17. — An interesting 


comparison between the mental de- 
velopment of the sexes has been 
made by Prof. Frederick Walter Mott 
in a lecture on the brain, at the Roy- 
al Institution. 
He showed that at 


birth the male brain only weighs 321 
grammes, as compared with the 361 
grammes of the female brain. Thus 
the female has a good start. 
But 


when tbe brain has reached its ma- 
turity the proportion has altogether 
changed. The average weight of the 
adult brain in European countries is 
from 1,350 to ].280 
grammes 
iu 


males and from 1,213 to 1,230 gram- 
mes in females. 


Of course, the question naturally 


arte^o whether there is any connec- 
tion between a high order of intelli- 
gence and a good brain weight, and 
to settle this Prof. Mott 
gave 
the 


brain weights ot a large number of 
distinguished men.
